Wy ANY PERSONS dread the thought of 
\ /| birthdays, for to them a birthday is 


only another sign of the rapid passage 








of time. 

But no one need ever feel this way on his birth- 
day. With birthdays, as with everything else in 
life, the event itself is not important, but our 
thought about it. There is a way to think about 
birthdays that banishes the fear of age, that em- 
phasizes the spiritual importance of birthdays. 

When is your birthday? It is whenever you 
make a new beginning in your life; it is when- 
ever new understanding dawns on you; it is 
whenever you strive to become a better person. 
When is your birthday? It is when you discover 
Truth for yourself, when you realize that you are 
a spiritual being. Such a thought about birthdays 
has nothing to do with the passing of time, the 
progress of Spirit is not measured in terms of 
time as we know it but is measured by the breadth 
and depth of our understanding, our faith, our 
power to love. 





















When did you really begin to live? Not on the 
day you were born, not on your twenty-first birth- 
day, not on your fortieth birthday. You really be- 
gan to live when you first became aware of your- 
self as a living soul sent forth from God; when 
you first became aware of the mystical but wonder- 
ful bond that exists between you and all other 
men, between you and God. You first began to. 
live when the “Word became flesh” for you, 
when all the truths you have ever heard suddenly 
seemed to be written in letters of fire for you, 
when suddenly the underlying meanings of things 
began to come through to you. 

You may not remember when your spiritual 
awakening began, or you may be able to remember 
the very hour in which the light began to shine 
in you and for you. But whether you remember or 
not, no one needs to tell you that the remembrance 
of the time is not the vital thing; it is the living 
and growing that you have done since that you 
praise and give thanks for now. 

Just as no one but you can celebrate your birth- 
day—it is your own special day—certainly no 
one but you can celebrate your spiritual birth. The 
day of your physical birth is a matter of record. 
Your family, your friends help you celebrate; 
they think of you with love and affection on your 
special day. But no other person in the world 
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knows your spiritual birthday. It is between you 
and God; it is a knowledge of the soul, it is a 
secret of the spirit. It is “the mystery which hath 
been hid for ages and generations . . . which is 
Christ in you, the hope of glory.” 

Christmas Day is kept in remembrance of the 
physical birth of Jesus, but the birth of Christ 
in us is not limited to Christmas Day; it is a con- 
tinual process. So our birthday but hints at the 
truth about us, it but tells that we were born into 
the world on a certain day, in a certain year. It 
does not tell when we began to live; it does not 
reveal our spiritual progress. Our birthday is a 
date on the calendar, but our birth into Truth is 
a continual, never-ceasing process. 

When you wish a friend or a dear one a happy 
birthday, do not stop in your thoughts with just 
good wishes. Do not send him your love and bless- 
ings only, but add to these wishes your silent 
recognition of the truth about him, your silent 
realization that as dear as he may be to you, as 
well as you may know him, still there is a self 
of him that has passed through wildernesses you 
know nothing of; there is a self of him that has 
grown in ways you can not imagine; there is a 
self of him that stands glorious and free, that 
is ageless, deathless, eternal. When you say, 
Happy Birthday, give thanks in your heart for 
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God’s Spirit in him. Give thanks in your heart 
for the indwelling Christ in him and in all of us. 
Give thanks for the freeing Truth, which is at 
work in every mind and heart in ways known only 
to the individual and his own indwelling Lord. 

When it is your birthday open your heart and 
mind and life to the good will of the universe. 
And especially open your heart and mind and life 
to the love of your Father-God. He who created 
you and sent you forth has never left you. He 
loves you with an everlasting love; He says to the 
self of you that understands: “ ‘Lo, I am with 
you always.’ You are my beloved child, in whom 
I am well pleased.” 

And on your birthday, no matter if you cele- 
brate in an outer way or not, no matter if any- 
one else in the world knows that it is your birth- 
day, make it an inner celebration of your spiritual 
awakening. When you think of the overcomings

about the instances when our prayers 


y OES GOD always answer prayer? What 


















have seemed unavailing? Perhaps we 

have not understood the nature of prayer nor 

what, in the final analysis, constitutes the answer. 

“In the day that I called thou answeredst me, 

Thou didst encourage me with strength in my 
soul,” 

Whenever we truly pray, God’s response is 
certain. At the very time (“in the day”) we call 
upon Him the answer comes. This must be so be- 
cause the answer is inherent within the prayer 
itself. As the acorn holds the seed of the mighty 
oak, so does prayer contain the substance of its 
own fulfillment. 

Through prayer we draw upon inner resources 
that lie dormant awaiting our demand. God is the 
sum of all blessings—the very Spirit of whole- 
ness—present in us as our spiritual or Christ na- 
ture. In prayer we do not call upon some outer 
power. Rather do we quicken our spiritual facul- 
ties, which are the foundation of our being. We 
have a spiritual self, “who is the image of the 
invisible God, the firstborn of every creature,” 
and we also have a consciousness or soul. It is 
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through prayer that union between Spirit and soul 
is made. “Call unto me and I will answer thee.” 
Sometimes we think we are addressing God when, 
in reality, we are merely mulling over our troubles 
—and, consequently, trouble answers. To call up- 
on God means to look to Him and nothing else, 
to consider Him and nothing else, to trust Him 
and nothing else. Then the answer comes quickly. 

Prayer and its answer should not be thought of 
as separate and distinct. They are not two but one 
—the beginning and the end of a single operation. 
Only prayer can open our eyes. We encounter 
great trials, veritable Goliaths, but when we go 
forth in His name we triumph over them. Prayer 
ushers us into the presence of the Most High, and 
in His presence is all good. Unfortunately, we 
may not comprehend this and thus remain as 
heavy laden as ever. “My prayer was not an- 
swered,” we say regretfully, but perhaps we mere- 
ly failed to discern the blessing so near. 

How does God answer prayers? The receiving 
of some material good is frequently called an 
answer to prayer, though this is not quite ac- 
curate. An outer blessing is actually the outpictur- 
ing of a consciousness that has been vitalized by 
a spiritual idea. God does not give us things; He 
gives us divine ideas. When we use these ideas 
in everyday living wholesome conditions result. 
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Through prayer the mind is strengthened by con- 
tact with God. It is only when we separate our- 
selves from Him in thought and try to work out 
problems by ourselves that we become fearful and 
disturbed. As the mind is unified with the in- 
dwelling Spirit of wholeness, it becomes a magnet 
for the attraction of outer blessings. 

Often we pray and receive an uplift in con- 
sciousness but fail to recognize it as an answer to 
prayer. Our eyes are blind to the blessing that 
comes with every prayer. Would that we were 
more alert to our Father’s loving response! The 
Lord works in mysterious ways indeed, and we 
should be careful not to circumscribe the good He 
so willingly gives by closing our minds to His way 
of responding to our call. Let us have confidence 
that when we pray the answer is forthcoming. Let 
us expect it. As the peace of God fills our hearts 
and we feel the upsurge of faith, we can perform 
successfully whatever task lies before us. Outer 
good follows as a logical result. 

Truly our lives are “hid with Christ in God.” 
We do not need to. seek afar. Whenever or 
wherever we turn to Him in faith, His response 
as love or peace or wisdom is sure. Prayer and its 
answer are like two facets of a perfect jewel— 
one the action of man, the other the action of God 
—unified to produce a manifest good.
